Essex County College extension courses will be heid at the Center and registration 
for the courses will begin within the next few weeks. The courses which will 

be offered inciude College C World Ci tary italian, 
Music Appreciation, General Psychology, Practical Conversation Spanish, 
Foundations of Modern Society and English as a Second Language. The courses 
are $15 per credit and $5 registration fee. The non-credit courses include 
Slimnastics and Yoga for Men and Women. 


in discussing our youth patrol, it was pointed out that we met with the North 
Precinct Community Relations Department and the Youth Division of the North 
Precinct to discuss ways in which there can be a cooperative effort for better 
utilization and effectiveness of the program. Under the leadership of the North 
Precinct, there will be a group of between five and six boys patrolling areas along 
Mt. Prospect Avenue between the hours of 3 p.m. and 5.p.m. The program may 
be expanded to other parts of the North Ward. A question was raised as to the 
responsibilities of the youth. Vinnie was asked to get in writing from the North 
Precinct the kinds of things that the youngsters can and cannot do as members of 
the patrol and to report his findings at the next meeting. it was also suggested 


and agreed that we would call in the parents of the boys to discuss the program in 
detail and to get permission in writin: 


New Programs: New Jersey Regional Medical Program ~ the program is designed as a 
model project for providing a health care ombudsman in the North Ward who will address 
the cultural factors which have acted as barriers to the effective utilization of health care.
